Friday  evening  at  sunset,  Jews  the 
world  over  will  usher  in  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  will  mark  the  inception  of  the  Jew- 
ish New  Year  5713  in  a solemn  and 
reverent  manner.  Rosh  Hashanah  be- 
gins the  Ten  Days  of  Penitence  which 
culminate  in  the  fasting  and  in  the  reli- 
gious services  of  Yom  Kippur,  the 
Day  of  Atonement. 

This  year,  Rosh  Hashanah  begins  at 
sundown  on  Friday  evening,  Septem- 
ber 19  and  ends  after  sundown  on  Sun- 
day, September  21.  The  Hebrew  cal- 
endar records  the  beginning  of  the  Holy 
Day  as  the  first  of  Tishre,  5713.  Yom 
Kippur  begins  at  sundown,  Sunday, 
September  28  and  ends  after  sundown 
on  Monday,  September  29. 

Emphasizing  especially  man’s  abil- 
ity for  self  conquest  and  for  return  to 
the  paths  of  salvation,  Rosh  Hashanah 
also  proclaims  G-d’s  Sovereignty  over 
the  Universe  and  the  lives  of  men  and 
nations.  It  is  during  this  “Day  of 
Judgment”  when  the  Lord,  “like  a 
shepherd  causes  the  souls  of  his  flock  to 
pass  before  him,”  that  all  men  are 
urged  to  review  their  deeds  of  the  past 
year  and  to  pray  for  His  forgiveness. 
This  message  gives  the  content  of  the 
Holiday  a universal  motif.

FACING  THE  NEW  YEAR 

Since  the  invasion  of  Korea  the  average  Canadian  is  convinced 
that  for  a long  time  to  come  we  cannot  expect  to  enjoy  a normal  and 
peaceful  existence.  The  most  we  can  hope  for  at  this  time  is  that  the  present 
conflict  between  East  and  West  will  not  explode  into  a total  war,  which 
would  heap  unparalleled  destruction  and  suffering  upon  all  mankind. 

The  chances  are  that  for  many  years  we  shall  have  to  live  with 
the  ever  present  danger  of  a sudden  atomic  attack.  Hayom  haratolam. 
Consciousness  of  this  grave  menace  to  our  own  lives  as  well  as  of  our 
near  and  dear  ones  is  bound  to  exert  a profound  influence  upon  us.  It  is 
hardly  conceivable  that  a rational  hujman  being  will  continue  to  indulge 
in  the  same  care-free  and  complacent  attitude  which  in  former  years  was  a 
com'monplace  in  our  society. 

Life  under  such  conditions  is  by  no  means  easy:  it  taxes  the 
spiritual  and  moral  resources  of  every  individual.  Byom  amodcho  mineged. 
It  is  during  times  like  these  that  the  cultivation  of  an  abiding  and  sus- 
taining religious  faith  becomes  a basic  necessity.  There  exists  today  a 
real  urgency  to  develop  the  kind  of  moral  reserves,  the  maayon  hamith - 
gaber , which  can  see  us  through  these  critical  times. 

We  face  the  task  of  mobilizing  every  ounce  of  available  spiritual 
and  religious  power  during  the  coming  High  Holy  Days.  The  world 
situation  is  the  most  persuasive  argument  for  the  need  of  the  great 
religious  truth  which  is  repeatedly  emphasized  in  our  prayers:  Only  by 
adherence  to  G-d’s  law  can  we  cope  with  the  problem  of  helping  man  to 
attain  a life  natural  for  him  — as  a rational  creature  and  not  as  a beast 
or  brute. 

5713  should  spell  the  obligation  to  do  all  for  our  people  and 
the  conviction  that,  with  G-d’s  help,  humanity  will  avert  the  supreme 
tragedy  of  another  war.  May  G-d  grant  that  the  year  5713  will  usher  in 
an  era  of  peace,  happiness  and  contentrbent  for  all. 

Our  own  loyalty  to  the  divine  Torah  will  inscribe  us  into  the  book 

of  life.

RABBI  SAMUEL  M.  BURSTEIN 

Another  milestone  in  the  history  of  creation  will  be  passed  in  a 
few  days.  In  contradistinction  to  other  faiths,  we  do  not  count  our  years 
from  the  birth  of  a prophet  nor  a god,  nor  even  from  the  founding  of 
our  group  identity.  The  High  Holidays  serve  as  a recurring  reminder  of 
the  Biblical  chronology  of  creation,  the  purposes  of  the  universe,  and  our 
outlook  on  the  world. 

Science  has  disproven— as,  indeed,  the  Midrash  questioned— the 
historical  accuracy  of  the  Biblical  date  of  creation,  on  Rosh  Hashanah 
5713  years  ago,  but  it  does  not  challenge  the  moral  lesson  intended  by 
tradition’s  claim  that  the  world  was  born  this  very  day. 

On  this,  the  birthday  of  the  world  and  of  humanity,  we  are 
strengthened  in  our  duty  toward  their  preservation.  Yom  Kippur  instills 
within  us  an  appreciation  that  justice  alone,  tempered  with  Divine  mercy 
and  understanding,  can  insure  the  continuance  of  society.  We  are  taught 
on  Rosh  Hashanah  that  the  Kingship  role  of  G-d  is  in  the  supervision  of 
justice,  and  in  the  assurance  of  its  ultimate  triumph.  Our  Days  of  Peni- 
tence explain  the  partnership  of  man  with  G-d  in  that  His  will  can  only 
be  done  through  the  actions  of  men. 

Basing  their  warnings  on  the  fate  of  Noah’s  generation,  the  rabbis 
of  old,  inspired  by  the  prophets,  insisted  that  each  of  us  has  free  choice 
along  the  path  of  good  and  life  not  only  for  himiself  but  for  all  mankind. 
We  have  came  to  realize,  in  delving  into  the  nuclei  of  matter,  that  only 
the  enlightened  political  interest  and  action  of  each  of  us  can  prevent  the 
physical  destruction  of  the  globe. 

The  greatest  wish  for  the  Jewish  New  Year  is  not  that  for  success 
nor  well-being.  A Jewish  heart  yearns  for  a conscience  in  tune  with 
creation,  for  a soul  which  can  boast: 

“During  the  past  year  I avoided  at  least  one  action  whose  mag- 
nification and  repercussions  would  have  worsened  the  fate  of  the  world; 

I performed  at  least  one  deed  whose  ramifications  and  extensions  brought 
the  world  one  step  closer  to  that  perfection  which  man  alone  can  imple- 
ment in  the  world  G-d  gave  him  to  complete.” 

It  is  my  wish  for  you  that  you  may  be  enabled  to  make  that  boast, 
if  not  at  the  beginning  of  5713,  then  at  its  closing.  For  it  is  only  under 
the  aura  of  that  inner  satisfaction  that  other  greetings  and  wishes  can  have 
significance  or  hope  for  realization. 

May  you,  in  the  year  to  come,  see  the  implementation  of  your 
hopes  for  good,  for  health,  for  happiness.  May  your  families  enjoy  the 
security  and  progress  of  this  commonwealth,  and  the  international  organ- 
izations of  which  it  is  a part.  May  we  all  see  Israel  firmly  established,  no 
longer  a prey  to  international  intrigues  and  calumnies.

SUCCOTH 

In  ancient  times  Hag  Hasuccoth 
(Festival  of  Booths  or  Tabernacles) 
was  purely  an  agricultural  holiday  cele- 
brating the  autumn  fruit  harvest.  For 
this  reason  it  is  also  known  as  Hag 
HeAsif  (Festival  of  the  Ingathering). 
It  gradually  developed  another  signifi- 
cance and  became  bound  up  with  the 
period  in  Jewish  history  when  the  Jews 
were  wandering  shepherds  and  lived  in 
tents  and  booths  (Succoth). 

The  festival  is  one  of  three  when  a 
pilgrimage  was  made  to  Jerusalem,  the 
other  two  being  Passover  and  Shavuoth. 
Succoth  begins  on  the  evening  of  the 
15th  day  of  Tishre  and  is  observed  for 
nine  days  of  which  the  first  two  and 
last  two  are  full  holidays  and  the  in- 
tervening days  sdmi-holidays. 


The  7th  day  is  Hoshana  Rabbah  (the 
great  “Hoshana”),  the  name  being 
taken  from  the  prayer  “Hoshana”  (save 
us,  we  beseech  thee.)  which  is  repeated 
often  that  day. 

The  8th  day  is  Shemini  Atzereth 
(the  8th  day  of  Solemn  Assembly).  A 
special  payer  for  rain  is  made  on  that 
day  and  a Memorial  Service  for  the 
departed  is  conducted. 

The  9th  day,  Simchas  Torah  (re- 
joice in  the  Torah)  marks  the  comple- 
tion of  the  one  year  cycle  of  the  read- 
ing of  the  entire  Torah  and  the  be- 
ginning of  the  reading  for  another  year. 
Succoth  influenced  the  pilgrims  in  their 
creation  of  Thanksgiving.  During  both 
holidays,  thanks  are  offered  for  the 
bounties  of  the  soil.
